THE PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION ON 
FICTION AND “JUVENILES.” 


THE action of the American Publishers’ 
Association this week shows that the majority 
of the trade is not yet ready for the inclusion 
of fiction in the net system, though we believe 
that a step forward in this direction is only 
a matter of time after the net system shall 
have been thoroughly established. We cannot 
repeat too often that it is matter for congratu- 
lation that despite the attacks on the net sys- 
tem so much progress has been made with so 
few drawbacks in the short space of two 
years, whereas in other countries twice and 
thrice this time has been required to effect as 
much betterment in trade methods. It is, on 
the whole, wise in such matters to go slowly; 
and although there will doubtless be dissatis- 
faction here and there that the Publishers’ As- 
sociation is not ready for another forward 
step, yet it must be admitted by the advocates 
of that step that there are many reasons for 
holding back. One of these is the geographi- 
cal extent of this country, which makes car- 
riage from the publishing centers to the ex- 
treme parts of the country a costly expense 
which must be paid for cut of the margin of 
profit—the result of which is that prices on 
fiction are fairly held in part of the coun- 
try, and that a reduction of price consequent 
on the application of the net system would 
work hardships. This, of course, is an objec- 
tion to the whole net system, and the present 
situation is really a compromise between the 
new net system and the old “go-as-you-please” 
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and demoralizing method. A decided advance. 
however, was made in limiting the discount 
on fiction, so that fiction cannot be sold at ab- 
solutely cut-throat prices as bait or advertise- 
ment for other lines.of goods. 

The movement to include “juveniles” as fic- 
tion is perhaps so strong that it cannot lx 
stayed. We regret this fact for the two rea- 
sons that it will be extremely difficult to de- 
fine the limits of “juveniles,” and that the 
change is a step backward instead of a change 
forward. There is considerable pressure, how- 
ever, from houses which deal largely in “ju- 
veniles,” and only protest from the retail trad 
to such houses, between the present time and 
the next meeting of the Association, can avert 
the change. It is important that the real feel- 
ing of the retail trade, pro and con, should 
thus be communicated either directly to the 
interested houses or to the columns of THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, which invites commu- 
nications on this subject. 





THE meeting of the Postal Progress Leagut 
and the vote of the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation are fresh indications of the interest 
in postal reform which will presently acquire 
such momentum that some action at Washing- 
ton will be necessitated. Many extreme sug- 
gestions have been made, but out of them al! 
should result a measure of progress which 
will be fairly in line with the practical opera- 
tions of the department and will be acceptable 
to Congress. 


WE print elsewhere an advertisement bid- 
ding for library patronage in which the ad- 
vertiser makes it a feature of his bid that he 
is on the “black list” of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association. This is scarcely a mat- 
ter for pride, since the purpose of the Asso- 
ciation is chiefly to obtain justice for the sev- 
eral classes of book dealers and bookbuyers 
and to strengthen the trade without detriment 
to the public. In that endeavor every book- 
seller of experience and loyalty to the trade 
should join. The question at issue between 
publishers and librarians is solely on net 
books, and the advertisement can scarcely be 
taken to mean that on such books fifty per 
cent. is offered, while on some lines of books the 
prices are so artificial that any dealer can offer 
this seeming discount—the more’s the pity.

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AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ 


ASSOCIA- 
TION—ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tue annual meeting of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association took place at the rooms of 
the Aldine Association, Fifth Avenue and 
Eighteenth Street, New York City, on the 
afternoon of January 13. There were present 
thirty-eight out of the seventy-two members 
who now form the association, representing a 
large majority of the voting .power. Mr. 
Charles Scribner, the president, occupied the 
chair, and called the meeting to order shortly 
after two o’clock. 

The first order of business was to elect a 
new Board of Directors, which resulted in the 
choice of the old Board with the exception of 
Mr. Mifflin, who declined re-election, and in 
whose place Mr. Albert Houghton was 
chosen, the Board therefore consisting now 
of Colonel George B. M. Harvey, of Harper 
& Brothers; Craige Lippincott, of J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company, and Albert Houghton, of 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 

Mr. Scribner next reported on the status of 
the litigation in which the Association is in- 
volved, announcing that the Macy suit would 
come up for a hearing on the 18th inst. 

The two important, in fact the only two 
questions that came up for consideration, 
were the placing of fiction on the net list, and 
the placing of juveniles on the basis on which 
fiction is now sold. , 

After much serious discussion the question 
of placing fiction on the net list was put to a 
vote, showing 10312 votes against and 45 in 
its favor. When the vote had been canvassed 
the following resolution was presented and 
passed: 


Moved, that absent members be given the privilege 
of voting by letter on the question of making fiction 
net, and on that of according to all juveniles the 
treatment now accorded to fiction. 


_ Regarding the question of placing juveniles 
in the class now held by fiction, the following 
resolution was ordered to be spread on the 
minutes : 

Moved, that after April 1, 1904, all juveniles be ac- 
corded the same treatment as that now given to 
fiction, 

The vote of those present stood 9o in favor 
and 47% against the motion. 

As both questions must also receive the votes 
of the absent members neither has yet been 
settled, although the result seems to be fore- 
shadowed by the vote of those present. 

The following resolution was then presented 
and voted upon favorably : 

. Moved, that the American Publishers’ Association 
Instruct its Postal mittee to inquire into the 
efforts of the Postal Progress League to secure postal 
advancement, and into its endeavors to secure a par- 
re) post and to secure postal rates not inimical to 
the interests of poplishers and booksellers, and if said 
Committee shall approve of such work, such com- 
‘nittee to report to the Board of Directors for any 


further action, 
i The motion that the rule requiring pub- 
ishers to add carriage charges to net books 
€ repealed was defeated, and the following 
motion was carried: 


Moved, that the secretary be requested to write to

gent request that this rule be followed in all cases. 


The meeting was then adjourned sine die. 
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THE POSTAL PROGRESS LEAGUE ON 
POSTAL ADVANCEMENT. 


A MEETING in behalf of postal advancement 
was held under the auspices of the Postal 
Progress League at the rooms of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, 203 Broadway, 
New York, at 2 p.m., Wednesday, January 13, 
at which about twenty were present in spite 
of bad weather. Colonel Albert A. Pope, 
president of the League, presided. 

The following resolutions were introduced 
by the secretary, Mr. James L. Cowles: 


Whereas, The business, social, agricultural and 
labor interests of this country demand that H. R. 
7874, being a bill prepared under the direction of 
Colonel Albert A. Pope, president of the Postal 
Progress League, and providing for the consolidation 
of third and fourth-class mail matter and for the ex- 
tension of our present parcels-post limit from 4 to 
It pounds, with rates 5 cents on a pound parcel, 25 
cents on an 11 pound parcel, should be quickly en- 
acted into law, now therefore be it 

Resolved, That Congress be and is hereby re- 

uested to enact this bill into law before the close of 
is session, and 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the President and to both houses of Congress. 


Mr. John Brisben Walker, of the Cosmo- 
politan, was convinced, from thirty years’ ex- 
perience in postal matters, that this would 
have about as much effect as water ona duck’s 
back. John Wanamaker, when Postmaster- 
General, had told him that there were four 
insuperable obstacles to the obtaining of a 
parcels-post: 1st, the Adams Express; 2d, the 
American Express ; 3d, the Southern Express, 
and 4th, Wells, Fargo & Co. Mr. Walker 
predicted that the express companies would 
always have power to defeat such a bill; that 
Congress in fact would pay no attention to it. 
“Merchants agree,” said he, “that the govern- 
ment must first buy out the express companies 
at any price. The Government is probably 
losing $250,000,000 a year by not having a 
parcels-post.” 

Mr. Cowles, on the other hand, was confi- 
dent that the entire agricultural interests of 
the country were behind this bill and would 
compel its passage—that no member of Con- 
gress from an agricultural constituency could 
oppose it and be re-elected. 

The resolutions were passed, with the fol- 
lowing amendment drafted by Mr. Walker: 

Resolved, That we recommend’ to the Chambers 
of Commerce and Boards of Trade of the United 
States an appeal to Congress asking that the United 
States be given postal facilities equal to those pos- 
sessed by the leading countries of Europe; and we 
further recommend the purchase by the vernment 
of any private interests which may be affected by the 
adoption of such a postal system. 

Mr. Walker strongly favored circulating 
books as cheaply as periodicals. He said that 
a man like John Wanamaker or Marshall 
Field at the head of the Post Office Depart- 
ment could, if given a free hand, organize a 
system that could carry any kind of mail mat- 
ter profitably at one cent a pound. But when 
Mr. Wanamaker actually did attempt re- 
organization of the Post Office he found him- 
self bound hand and foot by private interests. 

H. Gaylord Wiltshire, of Wiltshire’s Maga- 
gine, described some of the petty persecutions 
to which he had been subjected by Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Madden, with the 
result that his magazine is now printed and 
mailed in Canada to all parts of the United 
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States and to Great Britain and her colonies 
at 4% cent a pound, (the Canadian rate hav- 
ing been recently reduced from % to % cent 
per pound on magazines.) Mr. Madden re- 
fused his magazine entry to second-class rates 
on the ground that it “advertised” Mr. Wilt- 
shire, because his portrait was frequently in- 
serted and editorials were signed “I”; and 
told him: “I could throw out Mr. Bryan if I 
wanted to, but I don’t want to.” Mr. Wilt- 
shire considered this a dangerous precedent. 
_Mr. Walker said there was not a single pe- 
riodical safe from Mr. Madden’s rulings as at 
present put forth. 

The following resolution was then consid- 
efed and passed: 

Resolved, That the President of the United States 
and the Postmaster-General are hereby requested to 
take advantage of the meeting of the World Postal 
Congress which convenes at Rome, Italy, March 21, 
1904. 

(1) To secure, if possible, reciprocal postal con- 
ventions with the countries of Europe at least, if not 
with all the world, similar to our present conventions 
with Mexico and with Canada. 

(2) To bring this country into the existing inter- 
national conventions for the exchange of postal par- 
cels, for the exchange of letters and books of de- 
clared value, for the exchange of C. O. D. parcels, 
and for the issue of letters of identity, and into the 
international arrangement for subscriptions for mag- 
azines and for newspapers. 

(3) To secure, if possible, a world postal currency 
and a world postage stamp. 

Protest was made by several present against 
the sending of ex-Congressman Loud to rep- 
resent this country at the Postal Convention 
at Rome, and a committee was appointed, con- 
sisting of the president, secretary and Mr. 
Patrick Farrelly, to draft a resolution of pro- 
test to be sent to Washington. 

The meeting was then adjourned. 





THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE DIS- 
CUSSES WHAT SELLS A BOOK. 


THe January meeting of the Booksellers’ 
League, held at the Aldine Association rooms 
on Wednesday evening, the 13th, was well at- 
tended and highly sucessful, an impromptu 
discussion of the subscription book question 
being a noteworthy feature of the occasion. 

President Cass Richardson presided, and 
after those present had done full justice to 
an excellent menu, introduced Mr. Francis J. 
Bellamy as a guest of the evening. Mr. Bel- 
lamy, speaking on the subject “What Books 
People Buy,” stated his belief that the merit 
of a book determines public taste in the long 
run, but that the bookseller shapes it in the 
beginning because he sizes up a customer and 
chooses a book for him accordingly. Mr. 
Bellamy thought that the booksellers are real- 
ly the advance agents of literary taste in 
America. The next guest of the evening 
was Mr. Walter H. Page, who said, in part: 

“What sells a book is a great conundrum. 
I have never found any one who could answer 
it. Some books we can account for after the 
event; some few take great hold on human 
experience; some strike the popular fancy, 
hold our attention for a day, a week, or a 
month, and then go by. But I doubt if any 
man can be sure in advance as to the sale of 
a book by an unknown author. There is one 
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very large class of books that sell—the book; 
that people buy for furniture. But wha: 
makes them sell? 

“Occasionally we know by intuition that 4 
book will sell, and it seems to me we—both 
publishers and booksellers—should cultivate 
this instinct. Do we study this point with 
sufficient scientific seriousness? There is a 
science in it. The bookselling business is not 
yet begun to be done in this country. If we 
brought to this quite the same shrewdness, 
the same enterprise, the same ability that other 
men have brought to other business interests 
in this country, a book that would sell 100,000 
copies could be made to sell another 100,000, 
and another. The only reason it doesn’t is 
that we haven’t found how; but somebody 
will find out some day. To-day a book sells 
100,000 copies in six months, and you cannot 
sell 100,000 in the next six months, and we 
cannot tell you how to do it; but I know there 
is another 100,000 people who would read it 
if you knew how to get at them. Few house- 
holds of well-to-do people have a fair repre- 
sentation of books in proportion to furniture, 
carpets, etc. Some houses in the West foist 
1,000,000 copies of a poor book upon the peo- 
ple by subscription and instalment plans; it is 
our duty to do this with our good books. 
Somebody will some day make a fortune by 
finding out the proper method and machinery 
for the distribution of books. It is time we 
were waking up in the booktrade to do what 
is done in other lines of business. 

“There is a sort of satisfaction in handling 
a book, in having to do with it, if it be a 
really good book, that makes us live in an 
atmosphere of greatness; even in our humble 
relations we catch some reflection of the glory 
that makes the craft immortal. The more 
widely we spread good literature through a 
democracy the greater our service to our 
fellow-men, It is that that makes us feel more 
highly of our trade. From the author in his 
lonely study to the last man handling the fin- 
ished book, there is a trail of glory that lifts 
it up, and in the measure that we spread its 
benefits among mankind we feel the measure 
of our success. 

“We publishers and you booksellers are all 
gathered in the same task. In the practical, 
everyday workings of our life the author 
comes with his manuscript and says: “The 
fruits of my midnight toil.’ We bow reverent- 
ly, read cautiously and print. We take the 
book to you and say: ‘Gentlemen, a great au- 
thor—a great book—we are the humble ser- 
vants of genius,’ and we deliver the result to 
you. You take it hesitatingly, order a few 
copies, pay your bills sixty, ninety days there- 
after, and then when we come to see you on 
our next round and tell you we have another 
great author, you look up wisely and say, 
‘Oh, yes, you had one when you were here 
before. We have him still.’ The author 1s 
approached with a very small check and very 
large regrets. “The book after all was too 
good to sell—the booksellers told us it was 
too good to be appreciated.’ So the poor pub- 
lisher has his ribs cracked onsone side and on 
the other, and finds no glory in it.” 

Mr. Frank N. Doubleday, also a guest, con- 
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fined himself to asking the members of the 
League if there were any way by which sub- 
scription books could be sold in large quanti- 


ties through the bookstores. This brought 
forth an interesting discussion, which was in 
substance as follows: 

C. A. Burxkwarpt. Most subscription books 
sell on the instalment plan. No bookseller 
has capital enough to put out books on the 
instalment plant. 

W. H. Parker. It takes entirely different 
training to sell books by subscription. In one 
case the customer comes to you; in the other 
case you have to go after your customer. It 
is a very different matter. The bookseller’s 
profit is not large enough to allow him to go 
out on subscription books. 

Mr. DousLepaAy. Nor have young publish- 
ers much capital, yet the publisher is willing 
to carry accounts and pay even up to 25 per 
cent. commission for the sake of having trade. 

S. F. McLean. Discredit has come to the 
subscription book business through the great 
amount of faking that has been done. Many 
subscription houses deal unfairly by the book- 
seller who acts as their agent. The self-re- 
specting bookseller has fought shy because of 
this. 

Here several members related their experi- 
ences with publishers of subscription books. 

_Mr. Parker. People soon tire of subscrip- 
tion books. We have sold several thousand 
dollars’ worth of subscription books for peo- 
ple who have become tired of them. 

C. F. Cutter. As to the merit of a book, 
certainly it is never demerit that sells a book. 
I do not hesitate to say to publishers, without 
animosity: Bring us less trash and your good 
work shall turn out better results. 

F. H. Marutnc. Mr. Page is right in saying 
we have not yet the ability to extend our busi- 
ness as is done in other trades. The 10-cent 
magazines have shown us how. The people 
who read 10-cent magazines are in large meas- 
ure the people who never had read a 25-cent 
or 35-cent magazine. We have to create a 
new market; the people who buy carpets and 
furniture must be taught to buy books. Some 
firms have learned this and have made for- 
tunes by issuing large quantities of low-priced 
reprints for school teachers and others who 
cannot afford $1.50 books. 

A. D. Srratton. It is after all earnestness 
aa the line that counts in the sale of a

A SUIT OVER “LIMITED” EDITIONS. 


A MISUNDERSTANDING has arisen over the 
question of a “limited” or “special” edition 
oa .4 subscription book, and as a result Mrs. 
rae A. Sanderson, of Newark, N. J., has 
ought suit against Gebbie & Co. to be re-

volume. The plaintiff’s contention is that the 
publishers had announced that only twenty- 
six sets of the Author's edition were to be 
printed from type specially designed for it. 
Instead of this it is alleged that the work had 
been printed from plates and that these iden- 
tical plates had been used by the publishers to 
print other editions. Mrs. Sanderson also 
claims that a set of “The Confessions of Jean 
Jacques Rousseau,” in ten sets at $6000 for 
the set, had not been published according to 
the representations of the publishers. The 
publishers deny that they defrauded the plain- 
tiff and assert that they have kept every prom- 
ise made in the contract. 


FREE TEXT BOOKS TO ALL. 


REPRESENTATIVE KNAPP, of New York, on 
January 9 introduced a bill in Congress to 
establish free text books in all public schools 
in the United States. It provides that the 
Commissioner of Education shall obtain a full 
list of the latest and best editions of books 
used in the public schools, and shall get the 
owner of each copyright to submit a sealed 
bid giving the price at which he will sell the 
copyright to the Government. 

A school text book commission, with a rep- 
resentative for every State, appointed by its 
Governor, is to meet in Washington within 
six months and is to select such copyrights 
as will best supply the public schools of the 
country with one series of text books in each 
study. The intention is that the right to pub- 
lish these books shall, when secured by the 
Government, be given free to all persons in 
the United States. 


M’LOUGHLIN BROTHERS’ “FIVE LIT- 
TLE PIGS” ENJOINED. 


Jupce Lacomse, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District of New 
York, January 8, on the application of ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer, counsel for William 
Wallace Denslow and the G. W. Dillingham 
Company, enjoined the sale and publication of 
McLoughlin Brothers’ “Five Little Pigs.” 
The suit was brought against The Baker & 
Taylor Company, who sold the book, and the 
complaint alleged that William Wallace Dens- 
low took the old nursery rhyme of “Five 
Little Pigs,” and in conjunction with certain 
new and original illustrations and designs of 
the pigs, and other characters in various at- 
titudes and postures, made a new and original 
publication and copyrighted the same under 
the title of “Denslow’s Five Little Pigs.” 
Some time after McLoughlin Brothers issued 
a publication of “Five Little Pigs’ containing 
an exact copy of Mr. Denslow’s illustrations. 
The complaint alleges that a mere inspection 
of the books shows that McLoughlin Broth- 
ers’ “Five Little Pigs” is an imitation of Mr. 
Denslow’s “Five Little Pigs,” and contains 
exact copies of Denslow’s original illustra- 
tions. Mr. Denslow and the G. W. Dilling- 
ham Company announce that they will pro- 
ceed against any one else who is found sell- 
ing McLoughlin Brothers’ “Five Little Pigs.” 











COPYRIGHT IN THE BRITISH 
COLONIES. 


W. Morris CoLies writes in the London 
Academy of November 28 regarding the ru- 
mor that the Australian printers and book- 
sellers are making efforts to preserve the Aus- 
tralian market for themselves that “it has 
long been no secret that the whole incidence 
of colonial copyright has threatened to be- 
come a burning question in many parts of the 
British Empire. The Fisher Act of 1900 
promised, at any rate for a time, to shelve the 
problem so far as Canada was concerned. The 
Imperial Government, moreover, by passing 
the Bill which has been repeatedly brought in 
—a Bill which has already received the all but 
unanimous approbation of the interests con- 
cerned—could have undoubtedly postponed 
the difficulty in other Possessions. The use- 
ful and harmless concession of protection to 
licensees would have adequately satisfied the 
Colonial Governments, especially if the old 
difficulty of their obtaining suitable editions 
of British works, where reprinting in the col- 
ony was out of the question, had been met as 
also proposed by an amendment of the pro- 
visions of the Foreign Reprints Act, now a 
dead letter. But, owing to the fatal policy 
of procrastination, which appears to be in- 
evitable in copyright legislation, the oppor- 
tunity has been allowed to pass by and there 
is every reason to fear that we shall soon 
have to face the question in its largest and 
most acute form. 

“No useful purpose can be served by ignor- 
ing the far-reaching consequences of any leg- 
islation which affects the integrity of Imperial 
copyright, and, be it remembered, of the re- 
ciprocal relations arising out of it. If, as may 
reasonably be expected, other colonies follow 
the lead thus threatened, we shall have in 
prospect, in place of a copyright which is as 
wide as the Empire, a disjointed collection 
of local laws involving cumbrous and costly 
if not practically prohibitive conditions. The 
bare idea of manufacturing books in any large 
proportion of the British possessions simul- 
taneously or often at all, in order to secure 
copyright therein, seems to be the crowning 
effort of the malign influence which has al- 
ready made our copyright laws, both Imperial 
and colonial, a blot upon the statute book. 
Nor will the evil end here. Our arrangement 
with the United States, if far from idyllic, 
has placed a good many dollars in the pockets 
of the ‘widely popular,’ and its basis is re- 
ciprocity, and reciprocity under the conditions 
prevailing at the time of the Presidential 
proclamation, that is, an Imperial given in ex- 
change for an American copyright. It is 
within the power of the President of the 
United States to rescind that proclamation at 
any moment, for the American Act expressly 
provides that the existence of the necessary 
conditions shall be determined by proclama- 
tion made from time to time. American pub- 
lishers, who can through British copyright 
obtain protection for American works in 
Canada and Australia, are much more con- 
cerned in those markets, which they have been 
industriously exploiting, than with the Eng- 
lish market itself or even with the profits on 
British books. If those markets are jeopar- 
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dized, by local legislation, we may look out 
for reprisals. 
maintain that the importation of any fresh 
conditions as regards British Possessions |! 
absolutely abolish the reciprocity at present 
held to exist and endanger the existence oj 
any copyright whatever tor British books in 
the United States.

“It is impossible to argue here the consti- 


tutional question as to the competence of any 


Colonial Legislature to override an Imperial 
enactment and legislate for other than native 


books which are, as everybody knows, within 


its own absolute control. But since 1886, at 
any rate, Imperial copyright has applied to 
all books published in any part of the British 
Possessions, although the right of giving no- 
tice of the denunciation of the Berne Con- 
vention has been claimed by and is partially 
reserved to all British Colonies. An Imperial! 
copyright is, however, the basis of our inter- 
national bargains, and its diminution would 
provide a pretty kettle of fish. Without any 
boggling about it, this is the problem we shall 
sooner or later have to face, and not merely 
the effect of any Colonial Acts upon our own 
export trade. The retrospect is not reassur- 
ing. The old cry from our colonies for cheap 
books; the grievances of colonial authors 
down to 1886; the fiasco of the Foreign Re- 
prints Act; the Canadian imbroglio; the mud- 
dle of colonial registration, and customs regu- 
lations—are all bad enough in themselves and 
demonstrate sufficiently the fatuity of our 
copyright legislation and the failure of Par- 
liament to discharge its Imperial functions. 
Is it to be wondered at if the colonies in de- 
spair of any comprehensive Imperial code take 
the law into their own hands?” 





THE GUINEA REWARD FOR PRINT- 
ERS’ ERRORS IN THE BIBLE. 


A Goop many newspaper paragraphs having 
lately appeared regarding a guinea reward 
which is paid for discovering errors in 
Bibles, and the Bible Society having found 
it necessary to state publicly the position ot! 
that Society in regard to the matter, J/ie 
Periodical, published by the Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, thinks it may be well to give an 
account of the exact facts. “The question, 
according to The Periodical, “was first raised 
before a select committee of the House ot 
Commons on the Queen’s Printers’ Patent— 
a committee which sat from July 28 to Au- 
gust 4, 1850, ‘to inquire into the Nature and 
Extent of the Queen’s Printers’ Patent for 
England and Wales, so far as relates to the 
Right of Printing the Holy Scriptures; and 
to report their Opinion as to the propriety o! 
any future Grant of that Patent.’ John 
Bright was a member of that committee. In 
the Minutes of Evidence taken, we find 
that Thomas Combe, (who was called as be- 
ing one of the printers of the University of 
Oxford,) was asked, ‘Has the University ot 
Oxford offered any prize for the discovery of 
errors?’ ‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘for a number 0 
years; certainly for the last twenty years, and 
probably prior to that. We offer a sovereign, 
continued Mr. Combe, ‘for every error which 
is discovered in any one of our books.’ ‘Has 
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that prize often been claimed?’ ‘I have only 
paid it three times in twenty years.’ ‘Were 
they important alterations or errors?’ ‘I can- 
not recollect what they were, but they were 
typographical errors overlooked by the read- 
er. How the pound grew into a guinea can- 
not now be explained; but the rule of the 
Oxford Press has been for many years to 
give a reward of one guinea to the first dis- 
coverer, (not being in the employ of the 
Press,) of a printer’s error in the text portion 
of any authorized-version Bible printed at 
Oxford during recent years. It is believed 
that the other privileged printers—the Cam- 
bridge Press and the King’s Printers—now 
follow the Oxford practice; and it is mar- 
vellous, considering the extent of the Bible 
regarded solely as a book, that this reward 
should be so seldom gained.” 





NEW YORK’S DUTCH RECORDS. 


Proressor Oscoop, of Columbia University, 
tegether with Austin B. Keep, has been en- 
gaged by the city of New York to edit the 
minutes of the Common Council from the 
end of the Dutch reoccupation, in 1674, to 
the military occupation by the English in 
1776. These records furnish the major part 
of the information in regard to the history 
of the administration of New York City for 
more than a century. An attempt was made 
by Dr. O’Callaghan, H. B. Dawson and W. 
W. Pasko to translate and print these records, 
but the attempts were never fully carried 
through. Valentine and other compilers have 
drawn largely from them for facts relating to 
the eighteenth century. 
years 1774-1776 has been already completed, 
and the copy is ready for the press. When 
the work is finished it will fill about nine 
volumes,

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
A PUBLISHER’S RIGHT TO A TITLE, 


In the case of W. H. Gannett, publisher of 
the magazine entitled Comfort, against Will- 
iam F. Rupert, publisher of the magazine en- 
titled Home Comfort, to restrain the latter 
from using the word “comfort” in connection 
with his title, Judge Coxe, of the U. S. Court 
of Appeals, Second Circuit, in granting an in- 
junction to restrain the defendant, said: 

“This is a trade-mark case pure and simple. 
It is not a case of unfair competition. It is 
founded on a technical, common law trade- 
mark. With this distinction in mind it it ob- 
vious that many of the propositions argued 
by the defendant are irrelevant. For fifteen 
years the complainant and its predecessors 
have published a monthly periodical called 
‘Comfort.’ Under this name a large, lucra- 
tive arid growing business has been estab- 
lished. A person publishing a newspaper or 
a Magazine may give it a name by which it is 
known and by which its authenticity is at- 
tested. This name is entitled to the same pro- 
tection as if it were affixed to other articles 
of merchandise. The purchasing public know 
it by that name and no other. The name is 
a badge of origin and genuineness. It is as 
much a part of the proprietor’s property as 
his counting room or printing press. A rival 
publisher has no more right to appropriate 
the name of the periodical than the individual! 
name of its owner. But it is objected that 
‘Comfort’ is a standard English word not 
fanciful or manufactured, but descriptive, sug- 
gesting the purpose and errand of the paper. 
It certainly is descriptive, but of what? Sure- 
ly not of a family newspaper. Some of the 
synonyms of comfort are consolation, con- 
tentment, ease, enjoyment, happiness, pleas- 
ure, satisfaction, but would any of these be 
used by a rational being to describe a monthly 
journal intended to circulate in the rural dis- 
tricts? Would the word ‘ease,’ for instance, 
when applied to a newspaper convey to the 
reading public any accurate information of its 
errand or purpose or the character of its con- 
tents? It is thought not. 

“‘Comfort’ is, it is true, a common English 
word free to all, but so are century, cosmo- 
politan, forum and arena. The last two are 
suggestive of ancient contests, physical and 
intellectual, but not of a2 modern literary re- 
view. Such words are continually being se- 
lected, arbitrarily, to designate publications 
which in time become known solely by the 
names so bestowed upon them, and such use 
is protected by the courts. 

“The defendant is publishing a monthly 
paper circulating, in part at least, in the same 
territory as the complainant’s paper and coy- 
ering a somewhat similar field. He calls his 
paper Home Comfort. This is enough to 
justify the relief prayed for. It is of no mo- 
ment that the proof fails to show deception, 
confusion or injury to any marked extent. 
Such proof is unnecessary where infringe- 
ment of a valid trade-mark is clearly estab- 
lished. The defendant is using the complain- 
ant’s property and, as he is acting without 
color of right, the complainant is entitled to 
have that use discontinued. If the defendant's 
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contention be correct that actual damage must 
be proved before an injunction can issue, it 
follows that if to-morrow a new infringer 
should commence the publication of a paper 
with a Chinese copy of the complainant’s 
trade-name on its title-page, the court would 

. be powerless to grant relief until the infringe- 
ment had been carried on long enough to 
cause actual, provable damage. Equity is not 
so helpless and impotent. It is the policy of 
the law to arrest the pirate before he actually 
makes off with the plunder. 

“The complainant has waived an account- 
ing. It follows that the decree must be re- 
versed, with costs, and the cause remanded to 
the circuit court with instructions to enter a 
decree for an injunction restraining the de- 
fendant from infringing the complainant’s 
trade-mark.”

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Joun Rem, of the firm of Rand, McNally 
& Co., died last week in Chicago. 


Dr. Micuart L. Ropxkinson, editor and 
publisher of the Babylonian Talmud, died in 
New York City January 6, aged sixty. 


JEAN Leon Géréme, the famous painter and 
sculptor, died at Paris, January 10. Jéréme 
was born at Vesoul, France, May 11, 1824. 
He began his studies under Paul Delaroche. 
After a long residence in Italy he returned to 
Paris and entered the studio of Gleyre. His 
best-known paintings are “The Duel After the 
Masked Ball,” “Cleopatra and Czsar”’ and 
“Pollice Verso.” 


Dr. Francis WAYLAND, for thirty years 
dean of the Yale law school, died at New 
Haven, Conn., January 9. Dr. Wayland was 
born in Boston, Mass., August 23, 1826. He 
was appointed professor in the law depart- 
ment of Yale in 1872 and in the following 
year was made dean, which position, owing 
to ill health, he resigned last year. Dean 
Wayland had written several works on con- 
stitutional law and with his brother, the Rev. 
H. L.. Wayland, published a book on the life 
of his father. 


CHANDOS FULTON, at one time a well-known 
writer and theatrical manager, died January 
11 in Roosevelt Hospital, New York. He was 
born in Richmond, Va. in 1839, and came to 
New York in 1870. He brought out “Pina- 
fore” and “Church Choir,” and was the au- 





thor of several melodramas, one of which 
was “Nobody’s Child,” that achieved consid- 
erable success years ago. He was also the 
author of a history of the Democratic party, 
“Brownstone Fronts,” and “Legends of Long 
Island,” and published a magazine called Tie 
New Year. His body will be sent to Rich- 
mond. 


Tue Rev. Henry Wuiu1am PUuLten, author 
of the clever skit, “The Fight in Dame Eur- 
opa’s School,” of which nearly 200,000 copies 
were sold within a year, died in London on 
the 13th of last month. Mr. Pullen was born 
at Little Giddings, Eng., February 209, 1836. 
He wrote and published the following books: 
“Modern Christianity, a Civilized Heathen- 
ism;” “The Ground Ash, a oublic school 
story;” “The Council of Canterbury;” “The 
House that Baby Built;” “Pueris Reverentia, 
a story for boys and masters;” “Venus and 
Cupid;” and “Fred and Fritz.” He was for 
some time editor of Murray's Handbook to 
Italy, Rome and Greece. 


Parke Gopwin, formerly editor of the New 
York Evening Post and of The Commercial 
Advertiser, died January 7, at his residence, 
No. 19 East Thirty-seventh Street, New York. 
He was born in Paterson, N. J., February 25, 
1816, and graduated from Princeton in 1834. 
He studied law but never practiced. In 1836 
he joined the New York Evening Post, with 
which he was more or less closely connected 
for fifty years. For a time he also edited 
Putnam’s Monthly and The Harbinger, the 
newspaper published by the Brook Farm col- 
ony. Among his principal works may be noted 
“Pacific and Constructive Democracy,” “Popu- 
lar Views of the Doctrines of Charles Fourier,” 
“Democracy,” “Vala: a Mythological Tale,’ 
“A Hand-Book of Universal Biography,” 
“Cyclopedia of Biography,” “History of 
France,” and “Out of the Past,” a volume of 
essays. He edited a new edition of Bryant's 
prose and poetical writings, with a life. His 
‘New Study of Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” 
which he published in 1900, attracted a consid- 
erable amount of critical attention. In 1842 
he married Miss Fanny Bryant, daughter of 
William Cullen Bryant.

Samuet E, McDona yn, the author of “The 
Other Girl,” published by the Broadway Pub- 
lishing Company, New York, is a colored 
schoolboy of Bushnell, Ill. The stories were 
written when he was eighteen years old. He 
is related to the well-known writer, Burg- 
hardt De Bois. 


Bruno Lessinc, author of “Children 0! 
Men,” published by McClure, Phillips & Co., 
it appears is the pseudonym of Rudolph 
Block, editor of the comic supplements to the 
Hearst newspapers. Mr. Block is thirty- 
three years of age. He has been connected 
with the New York Sun and the New York 
World. It was while as labor reporter for the 
Sun, covering a cloak-makers’ strike on the 
East Side, that he became interested in the 
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Jews and their suffering and poverty. To 
throw a light upon this strange and interest- 
ing life he wrote the stories in “Children of 
Men.” 

Tue late George Gissing was one of the 
authors who wrote for Unwin’s Autonym 
Library. His “Sleeping Fires,” which ap- 
peared in that series in 1896, is interesting as 
differing widely in setting and tone from his 
other novels. Its backgrounds are not in the 
sordid London streets which the author eise- 
where depicted with such power, but Athens 
and a fair English landscape, and the outlook 
on life is almost hopeful. The blend of clas- 
sical and scholarly feeling with human sym- 
pathy shown in “Sleeping Fires” foreshadows 
Mr. Gissing’s delightful book of travel, “By 
the Ionian Sea.”

A 
year later the price dropped to £500, since 
which time it has steadily declined, and we 
shouldn’t be surprised if in ten years from 
now the price for a set on paper would settle 
down to £150. The vellum copies will prob- 
ably hold their own better and longer.

If all creditors 
agree to accept pro rata what there is, settle- 
ment will be made without delay. The bank- 
tuptcy proceedings have been adjourned from 
time to time and lie dormant.
